Covington’s Mayor May Be Killed. 

A report is in circulation that Joseph 
Rhinock, mayor of Covington, is among 
the killed, and althougn he has not yet 
been accounted for, the report is not con- 
firmed. 

The explosion occurred at a time in the 
evening when people were going in and 
out of the building. There were many 
people in the bar and it was soon 
after the explgsion, byemen who had been 
loafing in the neighborhood, that a number 
of women and.their escorts had just en- 
tered, They were probably in the wine 
rooms in the rear of the bar. The street 
was well filled with pedestrians, and it is 
almost certain that many of them were 
fatally injured. 

Standing almost in front of the building, 
when the explosion occurred, was a New- 
Port and Covington car. It was completely 
Wrecked and the half-dozen passengers and 
the motorman and conductor were more or 
less severely injured. Conductor Folliard 
and Motorman Stoffel were cut and bruis- 
ed. Folliard said that the son of Captain 
Ayres, of Newport, had just alighted from 
the car and started toward the sidewalk. 
The conductor said that he did not’ see 
young Avres after the explosion, and be- 
Neved that he was by#iea under the falling 
Walls,

It Was a we Building. 
The building w but slight s.ructure 
and not calculated to stand & heavy strain 
It had no independent side walls, the raf- 
ters for the different floors being support- 
ed by the walls of the Wuildings on either 
side. When the crash came these timbers 
were torn from their moorings and crash- 
ed downward. Neither of the side walls, 
which supported these floors, was mate- 
riat’e injured. 

The roof was supported by these same 
walls. It too fell through, covering the 
mass of dead and injured. and drowning se- 
cret agonies that will ever remain untold. 
On the top floor, over the Fey saloon, on 
the north side were still hanginyg, after the 
concussion and crash, pictures of those 
whose forms lay below in the ruins. 

A Groom of Two Months. 


R. A. Davis, who was killed in the ¢rush, 
had been married but two months. He mar- 
ried a well-known young lady of Newport, 
who is now in Asheville, N. C. 

A brother of Fireman John McCarthy was 
located at 10:25, tmrough a hole that rescu- 
ers had bored through the debris. He was 
pinned under a heavy beam and begged the 
man above to kill him and end his misery. 
He sa‘'d that there were three other men 
near him, one of them alive. 

The Babe Was Spared. 

How little Felitia Drach, the five-year-old 
daughter of Saloonist Drach, escaped in- 
stant death is nothing less than miraculous. 
At 10 o'clock the little form was taken cut 
of the building from under a mass of tim- 
bers. The child was unconscious, but not 
seriously hurt. It seems that the timber in 
falling over hér formed a bridge which pro- 
tected her from the weight of ihe cebris 
above. The rescuers who found the child 
were astonished that she was alive. 

The explosion occurred in Louis y's sa- 
loon and not Drach’s. Fey manufactured 
his own gas with a machine from gasoline. 

A large tank filled with the explosive flui 
Was in the room in the rear of the saloon. 
In addition, a barrel of gasoline was being 
unloaded at the time. An electric moter 
furnished the power. The motor was oper- 
ated at too high arate of speed, causing 
the commutator to burn out. This ignited 
the gas, causing the explosion. The explo- 
sion occurred at just 11 minutes before &, 
as the clock in an adjoining saloon was 
stopped by the sudden concussion, and its 
hands registered the time of the terrible ca- 
tastrophe. A brother of Adolph Drach said 
that his brother occupied the entire south 
part of the building over the Drach saloon. 
With him lived his wife and two children, 
Emil, aged three, and Felitia, aged five. 

“My brother,’ said he, ‘‘was with his 
family this evening. I am certain, for he 
always spent his evenings upstairs.” 

Louis Fey, with his family, a wife 
baby, and two servants, occupied quarters 
his saloon.

It seemed to them as 
though the explosion was in the hotel 
building,-and not knowing at what moment 
it would be followed by another, they rush- 
ed from the hotel, adding to the panic in 
the street. 

She Could Not Be Located. 

While the rescuers were at work on the 
ruins at 11:50 they heard the cries of a 
woman under the wreck. They worked as 
rapidly as possible, and then shouted for 
her to locate herself. 

The woman seemed confused and the res- 
cuers could not locate her from the sound 
of her voice.

Of the injured it is believed several will 
die. 

Various estimates are made upon the loss 
of life, all of them more or less vague, 
because of the fact that the work of ex- 
huming the bodies is necessarily slow. It 
is almost certain that at least twenty per- 
sons were killed. A fair estimfate places 
the number caught in the falling building 
at from sixty to seventy-five. At least 
twenty-five people, and perhaps more, the 
exact number may never be known, were 
mangled, crushed, burned and scald@ to 
death. 

Among the injured was Chief of Police 
Joseph Pugh, of Covington, Ky., who 
reports a miraculous escape. He was just 
in the act of entering the saloon, in fact 
one foot was upon the doorsill when he 
was startled by the flash of a burning 
electric wire overhead. He sprang back- 
ward, when almost simultaneously the ex- 
plosion occurred and he felt the ground 
leave his feet. He was blown almost @:to 
the middle of the street. 

A New port car which was the 
place met with a remarkable experience. It 
was suddenly brought to a standstill by 
a fearful shock and an immense mrass 
came crushing through the roof. This 
proved upon examination to be an iron 
door from the cellar of a building which, 
by some strange freak of the explosion, 
had heen blown through the falling debris 
and up A man named John 
Neibel, of this city, had just left the spot 
where it fell and walked back to the rear 
of the platfcrm. No one was hurt. A 
Brown street car was smashed almost into 
fragments There were fortunately no 
passengers on board, and the conductor 
and the motcrman escaped with slight 
injuries. 

The expiosion was caused, as has been 
the ignition of a gasoline tank. 
The best authorities agree that the com- 
mutator of the engine had burned out, set- 
ting fire to a tank of gasoline. The build- 
ing was seen to shake for an instant and 
then an instant later only an_indis- 
criminate mass of ruins remained. The

Hard Work of Brave Priests. 

R. A. Fricken, of Norwood, was to have 
lefi for Philadelphia tonight. Ite is known 
to have left his valise in Drach’s saloon 
early this evening. As he has not been seen 
since the explosion. his friends feur that 
his body is buried beneath the ruins in 
the cellar. A pathetic incident in the work 
of’ recovery ‘occurred when, by digging 
through an adjoining wall, the firemen 
came upd.a Jonn McCerthy, who was lying 
upon his back helplessly pinioned. McGar- 
thy was released after the hardest labor, 
he him:elf assisting his rescuers by giv- 
ing them directions how to proceed. 

Near where McCarthy was found were 
three other victims, among them a woman 
and a child, who have not yet been taken 
from the ruins. The pitiful moans of the 
mother and the cries of the little one heg- 
ging her mother to come to her stimulated 
the brave fellows who are working with 
might and main to save them, Two priests, 
Fathers Tieiman and Keily, were conspic- 
uous for their efforts at consoling tnose 
beneath the ruins. While leaning forward 
to administer consolation to an unfortu- 
nate who was crying for Father Tier- 
man Was struck by a falling tile and badly, 
though not seriously hurt.

HE SAW A BODY MOVED. 


Trusitc on the Stand in the Pearl 
Bryan Case. 

Cincinnati, May 4.—The most interesting 
testimony in the Jackson trial this morn- 
ing was that given by William R. Truste, 
of Urbana, III. Truste was formerly a 
brakeman on the Cincinnati Southern 
railway and lived at Kings Mountain, and 
said he was in Cincinnati on January 3lst 
and met a woman on Sixth street that 
night. They walked together to a house 
on George street, near Plum. 

“Near the house, standing on the corner,” 
said the witness, “was a man with an 
umbrella hoisted. He followed us to the 
house. While standing at the front door 
a cab drove up. The woman went into 
the house and soon returned saying: 

“**Everything is all right.’ 

“The cab driver and the man who was 
standing under the umbrella went inside 
the house and brought out the dead body 
of a woman and put it in the cab. I 
mounted the driver's seat and drove over 
the Newport bridge as directed by the man 
with the umbrella, who was called doctor. 
I drove slowly over the bridgé and mret 
the dector here in Newport. We drove the 
rig a square east and then went out into 
the country. We passed a cemetery and 
also ‘a long black house that stood near 
the road. Then we came -to a spot where 
the doctor stopped. We took the body out 
of the cab. The doctor put it on his 
shoulder and climbed the fence. Then I 
drove back to Newport. I turned the cab 
over to the driver whom I saw bring it to 
the. house on George street, in Cincinnati.”’ 

Truste said he had directiong to go over 
slowly after he left George street so he 
could meet the doctor in Newport. 

“What did you do after you left the cab 
at the end of the Newport bridge?’ 

“I waiked across the bridge and went 
to the union depot. I went to the lower 
waiting room and fell asleep. It was 
6:30: o'clock when I woke up. 1 then went 
to Ed Bradley’s house, on Richmond street, 
and got my breakfast. Bradley is a cousin 
of mine by marriage. He is an engineer 
on the Cincinnati Southern railway. Af- 
ter I got my breakfast I took the first.train 
for Urbana, Il. 

The witness said he saw in a Cincinnati 
paper an account of the murder at Fort 
Thomas. He thought it might be connect- 
ed with his ride into the coyntry. He told 
his father and Captain Seward about the 
occurrence. 

Tne woman who teok him up Plum street 
was named Baker. He met her in Somer- 
set, Ky.,- five years ago, 

To combat this testimony the prosecution 
mresented letters from Wiliiam Truste, 
father of witness, claiming that the story 
was all false and offering to prove that 
it had been concocted by Detective John 
Seward, who had been employed for that 
purpose. 

The deposition of Harry Shafer, a news- 
paper reporter, was read. It was chiefly 
confined to the identification of the pris- 
oner by the negro cab driver. 

Dr. Waey, professor in the Ohio Dental 
college, contradicted the testimony of Mrs. 
Weeks, the medium, of Bellevue, Ky. 

Several witnesses were introduced, show- 
ing that Jackson had not studied anatomy 
and dissection. 

Several Greencastle depositions were then 
introduced, which testified as to Wil 
Wood’s moral character.

Washington, May 4.—Two yea 
votes were had in the senate today, 
sult of which was significant as an 
cation that there is not to be any undue 
haste in passing appropriation bills, and 
forcing an early adjournment of congress. 

The first vote was on a motion made by 
Mr. Turpie, of Indiana, to proceed to the 
consideration of the Dupont election case. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, who as chairman 
of the committee on privileges and eiec- 
tions, has parliamentary charge of the 
Subejct protested against this action on 
the part of Mr. Turpie as discourteous to 
the committee, and as sontething unpre- 
cedented in his service in the senate. Op- 
position was also made to Mr. Turpie’s 
motion as an obstacle to the passase of 
appropriation bills; but nevertheless the 
motion was carried by a majority of one— 
thirty-two to thirty-one, and the Dupont 
case was taken up. It was, however, laid 
aside soon afterward, under the terms of a 
compromise offered by Mr. Gorman, by 
which the day after the passage of the 
river and harbor bill the Dupont case is 
to be taken up at the close of the routine 
morning business, and is to be considered 
until 5 o’clock p. m. of the following day, 
when the vote is to be taken. 

The river and harbor bill was then taken 
up, but it had again to give away to Mr. 
Peffer’s bond resolution. The latter was 
laid before the senate at 2 o’ciock p. m. 
as the unfinished business and Mr. Frye 
having charge of the river and harbor bill, 
moved that the senate proceed to the con- 
sideration of that bill. The motion was 
defeated by eleven votes—twenty-eight to 
thirty-nine—and the bond resolution was 
proceeded with, Mr. Hill speaking against 
it until 5 o’clock p. m., when the senate 
adjourned until tomorrow. 

Mr. Butler offered a joint resolution to 
carry into effect two resolutions of the 
continental congress’ directing monuments 
to be erected to the memory Sf General 
Francis Nash and Mr. William Davidson, 
of North Carolina.

The Dupont election case was suddenly 
sprung upon the senate again today and an 
agreement was reached for a vote upon it 
after the river and harbor bill is dispos- 
ed of. 

That bill, however, promises to consume 
several davs and a sensational debate over 
it is expected. In the first place, a hard 
fight will be made to reinstate the Savannah 
harbor appropriation of over a million dol- 
lars for the new project of extending the 
Saavnrgjah harbor. The chances are that 
it will go back in the bill. The main fight 
against the the bill will be on the amend- 
ment of the senate committee, making a 
$3,000,000 appropriation for a breakwater at 
Cal. The army engineers 
recommended against this, and Senator 
White, of California, is fighting it. But 
other california interests, and the railroads, 
are fighting for it. 

It promises to be an interesting contest 
and may have the effect of delaying the ad+ 
jcournment of congress. 

After the agreement about a vote on the 
Dupont case, following action upon the 
river and harbor bill, the bond investigation 
resolution was brought up ‘in’ the striate 
this afternoon and led to an interesting de 
bate. The chances are that this resolution 
will pass and a senate committee will sit 
several weeks in investigating all things 
connected with the recent bond issues. Like 
the sugar investigation, it will, however, 
prove a farce. 

As to Adjournment. 

Talk tonight is to the effect that the 
agreement to @ispose of the Dupont case in 
the senate will lead to an early adjourn- 
ment of congress.

There Have Been Others. 

There have been a number of other inves- 
tigations of like character with his during 
the past few vears. 

Under Governor: McDaniel’'s administra- 
Lockett’s camp, in Vou:herty 
county, was abolished as the result of an 
investigation. A year later a camp in Tay- 
lor county was abolished in the same way. 

In 1887, Governor Gordon abolished the 
Bendurant and Joplin camps in Columbia 
county. In the fall of the same year there 
was a general investigation of the peniten- 
tiary which attracted much attention. Gov- 
ernor Northen’s action in administering a 
fine of $500 upon the lessee for permitting 
“Lord’ Beresford to have undue liberties 
wiH be remembered, and there have been 
a large number of minor investigations. So 
it is no new thing. Indeed they are inci- 
dents to the system. During the past fif- 
teen months there have been imposed upon 
the lessees fines aggregating $6,900. Since 
Christmas the lessees have had to pay fines 
amounting to 23,200 for escapes, and they 
had paid $1,200 before that. With this $2,500 
just imposed the total is made $6,900, 

The Discharge of Employes. 

The public may have expected some sen- 
sations in the wey of discharges of em- 
ployes who figured in the testimony, put 
this was made impossible by the resignation 
of these employes. Of course it is not 
meant to say that all who have resigned 
were implicatéd, but some were. 

There was some talk about the 
vesterday of the probability of penitentiary 
No. 1 declining to pay the fine assessed. It 
was said that No. 2 and No. 3 would like to 
ret control of the convicts involved and 
would be glad to pay the fines imposed on 
No. 1 in order to get them. 

The companies are given until July ‘5th 
to pay the fines. 
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WOMEN DELEGATES. 


The Methodist Conference at Cleve- 
land Receives Two Reports. 


Cleveland, .O., May 4.—Expectation of dis- 
cussion upon the question of eligibility of 
women to seats as delegates to the Meth- 
odist: conference drew such crowds this 
morning to the large armory where the 
conference sits, that standing room Was at 
a premium.

They 
thanked the champions of their cause, but 
said they could not consent to have a pro- 
tracted struggle.

‘cause. 
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Lydia A. Trimble’s name was not aigned 
to the-document, and the women’s cham- 
pion rallied. The secretary read the major- 
itv report, which declared that women had 
a constitutional right to rnembership in the 
conference. 

Rev. Dr. A. G. Kvynett, who is leading the 
fight for the women, made a brilliant speech 
in favor of the adoption of the report. It 
was a historical account of the question and 
was a mastervful presentation of the wo- 
man’s side of the question. , 

The Rev. Dr. Neely, of Philadelphia, read 
tne minority report. It said that the minor- 
ity had carefully inquired into the question 
and had found that the women possessed 
no rights in the conference whatever. He 
made a fervid speech in favor of the minor- 
ity report. His chief point was that woman 
could only be admitted by a change in the 
constitution. That could only be done, he 
said, by a three-fourths vote of the mem- 
bers of the annual conferences and the ap- 
proval of the general conference. Dr. Neely 
then moved to substitute the minority for 
the majority report. This was lost. "The 
Rev. Dr. George P. Mains, of Brooklyn, 
said: 

“This is one of the gravest times in the 
history of Methodism. ‘The question of 
women today in the world threatens the 
very civilization. We cannot afford to make 
this change except in the most conserva- 
tive manner.’’ 

He was satisfied that the great cause of 
Methodism would not suffer if women were 
admitted, but the law of the church posi- 
tively denied them admission. The discus- 
son continued at length and was heated at 
times. Finally, on motion of Rev. Dr. Leon- 
ard, of Cincinnati, the further debate on 
the woman question was postponed until

MOLLAH REZA TELLS THE FULL STORY 
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His Neices Were Domestics in the 
Shah’s Harem—They Told Him 
of the Shah’s Movements. 


Teheran, May 4.—The man who shot and 


"killed the shah, Nasr-EKd-Din Friday, is a 


middle aged follower of a well known agita- 
tor named Djemal-Ed-Din, who was exiled 
from Persia in 1891 for subversive teachings. 

The assassin, whose name, as previously 
Stated, is Mollah Reza, was, subsequent to 
Djemal-Ed-Din's expulsion imprisoned for 
similar practices, but was released by order 
of,the shah and finally pensioned. 

He has confessed that he waited 
months for a favorable opportunity to kill 
the shah. He frequently approached him 
in disguise but was unable to carry vut his 
design. 

Lately he learned from his who 
were domestics in the shah’s harem, of the 
shah’s intention to visit the shrine of Shah 
Abdul Azim for devotional purposes. He 
then decided to attempt to kill him and 
went to the shrine on Friday where, after 
a little difficulty, he gained admission. He 
Waited for the shah to appeur and as he 
approached, fired at and fatally wounded 
him as detailed in the previous dispatches. 

The assassin says that it was his inten- 
tion to commit suicide immediately after 
shooting the shah, but he was seized Tov 
quickly.

Mr. Chamberlain Says Nothing Was 
Known of Cecil Rhodes’s Pledge. 
London, May 4.—In the house of com- 
mons today, at the request of Mr. Labou- 
chere, Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, promised to lay upon the 
table the colonial office record of com- 
munications which passed between Sir }l. 
B. Loch, now Lord Loch of Drylaw, while 
he was governor of Cape Colony, and 
certain Englishmen in the Transvaal in 
regard to affording protection to the latter. 
Mr. Chamberlain, replying to a question 
by T. C. Rowles, conservative, said that 
the government had no information that 
Mr. Cee'l Rhodes had given his piedge that 
the imperial government would not inter- 
fere to prevent Dr. Jameson's raid into 
the Transvaal. He had no commun-cation 
with Mr. Rhodes or any one else relative 
to the exercise of the imperial authority 
in the event of a raid. ° 
Mr. Chamberlain alluded to the sugges- 
tion which had been made that the “chair- 
man’’ mentiored in the e¢ipher dispatches 
found among Dr. Jameson's effects, when 
he was captured by the Boers and recently 
published by the Transvaal authorities, 
was ident’ecal with Sir Hercules Robinson, 
governor of Cape Colony. In regard 
to this matter, he said, he had received 
a telegram from Sir Hercules Robinson, 
in which he said: ‘‘Chairmfan’ means 
Jameson. I never received from any one in 
any shape even a hint of what was about 
toe take place and was so completely Kept in 
the dork that I never had the slightest 
suspicion of what was going on or intend- 
The discovery on December 30th that 
Jameson had entered the Transvaal care 
upon me lke a thunderbolt from a blue 
sky.

Berlin, May 4.-—In the reichstag today a 
socialist deputy interpellated the govern-

SPENCER OR COWEN? 


Baltimoreans Are Considering if Cowen 
Will Be Ccntinued as Receiver. 
‘“‘Gath,”” the famous correspondent, has 
an interesting ariicle’in a recent issue of 
The Cincinnati Enquirer on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. He quotes a Baltimore 


merchant who says: 

“The Baltimore and Ohio railroad came 
up in and after the war to be such a regu- 
lar dividend-winner that, according to cus. 
tom in Baltimore, it was allowed to go un- 
challenged. John W. Garrett was a man of 
will and plausibility, and with Johns Hop- 
kins and the state and city he nearly con- 
trolled the stock. The annual meetings be- 
came a short complimentary call upon Mr. 
Garrett. By want of resistance at home he 
became willful and conceited abroad, and 
thought the whole United States faced to- 
ward him. Among other things it is said 
that he expected to become president of the 
United States. This gave a turn toward 
politics of the corporation as it made ene- 
mies in the state, who, after Garrett's 
death, when his sons became careless, man- 
aged to investigate the assets, and for a 
time control the property. The family in- 
terest, however, borrowed money and turn- 
ed out Mr. Spencer, the sometime presid-nt, 
and Mr. Mayer, a friend of the family, was 
put in control. Political feeling was proba- 
bly gratified again, and the same season 
which broke down Mr. Gorman saw the 
railroad in a receivership. As Mr. Cowen 
became the receiver, the most personal an- 
tagonist of Mr. Gorman, there is not much 
probability of a political peace. To this 
hostility we ascribe the rumors, which are 
not believed here, of djshonest official trans- 
actions in the road. Cowen is a member of 


congress; Gorman, is a_senator; the New |

all these interests. 

“It seems to be a question whether Spen- 
cer will come back or Cowen will stay. 
Meantime the stockholders, who live here, 
are distressed at the reduction in the value 
of their stock.

He is only one of several. By increasing 
the stock it has become a New York ex- 
change quotation, subject to the friction 
of bulls and bears, and every rumor against 
the property tells in these times. The Bal- 
timore and Ohio undoubtedly will have to 
be reorganized, like nearly all its competi- 
tors, such as the Southern, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, the Norfolk und Western, che 
Erie and the West Shore. When the New 
York Central cannot pay 4 per cent without 
borrowing money, it-is no disgrace to the 
Baltimore and Ohio to admit vicissitudes.’’

“The error was with ourselves, who iet 
John W. Garrett go so long unchailenged. 
The corporation became a dictatorship. 
The dictator, however, was economical— 
some say mean as well as close. In mak- 
ing the dictatorship hereditary, his econo- 
mies were dissipated by his heirs. ‘They 
undertook to be liberal and enterprising, 
without any fixed system. They attached 
speculative enterprises to the railroad. The 
enemies made by the old man cajoled and 
pursued the sons. The Pennsylvania rail- 
road encouraged a small but powerful mi- 
nority of experienced railroad men jn Bal- 
timore, who exposed the weakness of the 
stock by promoting the speculative cupidity 
of some of Garrett’s underpaid relatives. in 
justice, I must add that Garrett’s .lliberal 
policy with Maryland brought the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad into his field, while he tap- 
ped the Pennsylvania road at several vital 
points. A great ioss to the company was 
of the through eastern business to Wash- 
ington, and it was to restore this in part 
that the costly Philadeiphia extension was 
built. When the Pennsylvania came in here 
with its modern conveniences and gear ng 
through the city, a corresponding refine- 
ment was obligatory upon the Balti more 
and Ohio.

Mr. Harry Stillwell Edwards and Mr. 
Minter Wimberly gave an entertainment at 
the Grand last night.

Vivisection. 

After the papers were read, the subject 
of vivisection was again taken up. At 
the Saturday meeting a very able paper 
Was read on this theme by Dr. George M. 
Gould, of Philadelphia, and quite a dis- 
cussion was had on the paper. 

The subject was renewed yesterday, and 
the following resolutions on the subject 
were umanimously adopted as the ex- 
pression of the opinion of the American 
Academy of Medicine on the high im- 
portance of vivisection to the successful 
e#vancement of medical science, and its 
wopinion on the sentimental opposition be- 
ing made to legitimately conducted vivi- 
section in certain quarters. 

Resolutions on Vivisection. 

“The American Academy of Medicine 
desires to express its opinion that no 
legislation is required or desirable in the 
United States in regard to the so-called 
practice or subject of ‘vivisection,’ and 
for the following reasons: 

“1. Because only by careful discrimina- 
tion and collection of facts can public 
and tiegislative opinion be truthfully 
formed. To illustrate but a single of many 
popular errors upon this subject, the dis- 
section or use of live animals by scientific 
men is termed ‘vivisection.’ when the 
Same proceeding carried out by the butch- 
er, the hunter, restaurant keeper, cooks, 
etc., does not enter into the consideration, 
neither do the cruelties in the use and 
keaping of domestic animals, nor those 
in the death of animals for purposes other 
than those of experimental medicine. 

“2. While admitting and deploring the 
facts of abuses in the past and in Euro- 
pean ntries—to a verv iimited extent 
also in~America—it is the conscientious 
belief of the members of the academv 
that at present with us such abuses do 
not exist, nor are they in danger of oc- 
curring to a degree justifying or calling 
for legislation, and, under the circum- 
Stances, the evils that would inevitably 
result from such legislation would greatlv 
exceed the benefits to be obtained by it. 
The charge implied or openly made that 
Physicians, either in theory or practice, 
are more cruel than other classes of the 
community is a fancy or prejudice of 
ignorance which cannot be proved, and 
which we strenuously deriv. 

“3. Legislation upon the subject of 
cruelty to animals should be so framed 
as to include consideration of cruelties 
infinitely greater and more extensive in 
many other fields of. human activity at 
present not actively objected to by those 
who urge legislation as regards experi- 
mental medicine. Not only this, but 
legislation concerning the matters should 
he broadened out in order to prevent the 
destruction of species of birds and other 
animals by the votaries of fashion, by tne 
Junters, ete., to prevent derangement of 
the delicate balance of animal and vece- 
table life, upon which civilization ulti- 
mately and largely rests, to prevent de- 
forestation of the head-waters of our 


are anti-vivisectionists, and even inexpert 
in any branch of inductive science. 

‘S. The American Academy of Medicine, 
therefore, urges its members and physi- 
clans generally to write to their repre- 
sentatives in congress (or wherever legis- 
lation of the kind in question is proposed), 
and otherwise seek to-influence public and 
official opinion against the passage of a 
particularly ill-advised bill before con- 
gress, to-wit: senate bill, No. 152, Intro- 
duced by Mr. McMillan, entitled ‘A_ bill 
for the further prevention of cruelty to 
animals in the District of Columbia.’ 
In the opinion of the academy, the pas- 
sage of the bill would be harmful to the 
true intereres of medical and social science 
and to the public health.’’

Ex-Clerk Cooper's Attorneys May Propose 
an Early Settlement. 


THE BOARD MEETS WEDNESDAY 


Couuty Commissioners Have Decided 
To Grade and Improve the 
County Roads. 


ote eee 


At the regular monthly session of the 
board of county commissioners, which con- 
venes W&inesday morning, several ques- 
tions of an interesting nature will be taken 
up for discussion. 

Though no definite announcement. has 
been made to this effeet by either Mr. 
Cooper or*his attorneys it is quite prob- 
able that the shortage of the ex-county 
clerk will be settled by a payment of the 
amount which, it is charged, has been 
misapproprigted during Mr. Cooper’s term 
of oflice, : 

Mr. A. L. Waldo, who was employed by 
the board of commissioners to make an 
examination of the county books, is at 
work and has not yet completed his task. 
Just what will be the result of Mr. Waldo’s 
investigation is not known, but the indi- 
cations are that the amount of the shortage 
will be materially increased when the exact 
figures are made known. 

The amount of the shortage previously 
announced is $4,315, but this does not in- 
clude several licenses which the commis- 
sioners think should. now be added. Mr. 
Waldo will doubtless have his report ready 
by the meeting tomorrow, when he will 
announce the result of his investigation of 
the records, 

In the meantime and pending the final 
adjustment of the matter Mr. Cooper is 
reticent* upon the subject and refuses to 
talk further than to say that he has en- 
trusted the settlement to his attorneys, 
Messrs, B. H. Hill and John T. Glenn, 
whom he employed several days ago, to 
look after his interest in the matter. 

The proposition to settle, in the event 
one should be made, will scarcely have any 
tendency to cause the county commission- 
ers to relinquish their efforts in collecting 
the amount due the county and County 
Attorney Rosser will probably file suits 
this week against Treasurer C. M. Payne 
and the sureties on his bonds for the 
years in which a sliortage occurred. This 
action On the part of the county commis- 
sioners was decided upon at a recent meet- 
ing, and suit for a portion of the shortage 
has already been filed against John Tyler 
Cooper, and J. D. Collins and J. P. Chis- 
olm, his bondsmen. 

Other suits will doubtless follow, which 
would naturally be withdrawn if a settle- 
ment Was effected with the county. 

Bridge Bids To Be Opened. 

At the meeting tomorrow morning the 
board will open: bids which have been re- 
ceived for the construction of Peachtree 
creek bridge, on the road leading from the 
city to Buckhead. 

The commissioners decided several weeks 
ago to build a new bridge across Peach- 
tree creek, as the present structure was in 
a dangerous condition, and the timbers 
were liable to fall through under the 
weight of heavily loaded teams. 

The bids to be opened are for the con- 
struction of an iron and steel bridge, and 
the structure will be made permanent and 
substantial. As~ soon as the bids are 


opened the contract for the building of, 


the bridge will be let to the lowest and 
best bidder and fork will be commenced 
@t once. The material for the bridge will 
be made at the factory and when it is com- 
pleted and shipped everything will be in 
readiness and the bridge will be put to- 
gether in a few days. 
At Work cn County Roads. 

tanpid work is being done on the road to 
Hapeville, while the weather has been suit- 
able to grading and the large force of 
hands has completed the grading from the 
end of Ptyor street to a point almost as far 
as Lakewood. 

The new road will be extended at once 
to Hapeville and will shorten the distance 
from the city to the little suburb at least 
four miles. The road is to be sixty feet 
wide the entire distance and will be made 
almost straight and perfectly level. The 
commissioners have not decided the ma- 
terial to be used in paving the road, but 
chert or belgian block will be used. 

In a short time a force of men will be 
put to work on the road to East Point, 
and the paving, which has now reached a 
point beyond the barracks, will be ex- 
tended to East Point for the present, and 
in a few months will be carried on to the 
county line, just beyond Manchester. 

The old Campbellton road, which branch- 
es off the East Point road at a point near 
the barracks, will be graded and paved 
with stone for a distance of about eight 
miles to the old Mount Gilead camp ground. 
This work will be passed up by the com- 
missioners at an early day and will be 
completed as soon as the paving of the 
Kast Point.road can be accomplished. 

Other roads will be improved in regular 
order and the commissioners have an- 
nounced their intention of putting all the 
roads in splendid condition. 


Copywright and Literature.

The following eard from Editor Blanton, 
of Smithville, is in reply to those recently 
written by Judge Fort and Mr. J. E.

I do not like the way the judge 
dismisses that ten-dollar transaction, and 
I am going. to tell all the facts. The 
judge said: “I expressed my appreciation 
of what he had done aud let him have 
$10."". Sounds like I asked the judge for 
something, to hear him tell it. These are 
the actual facts, and I will face the judge 
with it. i have already said in my pub- 
lished card that that editorial for which 
Judge Fort so readily gave me $10, was 
written by a friend of Judge Fort. This 
friend of Judge I‘ort, who claimed to be 
my good friend, from whom I had no 
secrets, was continually asking me to “say 
something nice about Judge Fort in my 
paper.”” Such aman wrote the ten-dollar 
editorial. On that Sunday, March Ist, 
myself and Judge Fort went to Leesburg 
on the same train. We also roomed to- 
géther at the Conoway house. Immediately 
after entering our room the judge pulled 
a ten-dollar bill from his pocket and 
handed it to me. He owed me nothing, 
and I said: ‘‘What is this for, judge?’ and 
he said it,was to show his appreciation of 
what I had said of him in my paper, But 
right here 1 desftfe to submit proof that 
Judge Fort was willing to and intendéd 
to pay me, Here is the proof:

I had explained the nature and terms of 
the offer, 1 said: “Judge Fort, I am a 
poor man and you cannot afford to allow 
me to lose this money if you care for my 
support.’’*- Judge Fort commenced at once 
to tell me*‘about a job in the government 
printing office in Washington, which he 
hoped soon to be in a position to aid me 
in. securing, I did not want a job in the 
government printing office and told the 
judge so. He then said: “Blanton, I am 
a poor man, too, but if you will wait a 
few days I will see what I can do.”’ The 


above is substantially correct, and I can 


afford, and will, if forced, face the dread- 


ed messenger of death with it uncontra- 
dicted on my part. 


Judge Fort’s statement in regard to the 
forty-dollar transaction is nearly correct. 
However, he leaves a little for me to ex- 
plain, and_it seems, from the evidence I 
shall submit, that the judge called it a 
loan and acted as though he thought it 
was a “reféginer,’’ to use a legal term. I 
understood At to be a loan, for I had not 
then decided whether or not I would de- 
cline the offer made me by friends of Mr. 
Lewis, and JI did wish the judge to feel 
that he had had a first lien on my paper. 


Judge Fort readily agreed to loan me the 


money, and I said: “Judge, understand this 


is to be a loan for sixty days.” Judge 


Fort said: ‘“‘That’s all right, Blanton, but 
if you never repay it V’ll not sue you.” 
Tuesday, at noon, I left Leesburg for my 
home in Smithville. Hon. E. B. Lewis 
left for home on the same train. I took 
a seat in the rear car and Mr. Lewis 
came along and toor a seat by my side. 
We talked on various subjects, and Mr. 
Lewis, in endeavoring to interest me and 
appear agreeable, n» doubt, brought up 
the subject of the newspaper business. He 
spoke about my paper not being at the 
county site, and asked me if Smithville 
was a better town for the newspaper busi- 
ness than Leesburg, and he also asked me 
if a paper established at Leesburg wouldn’t 
injure me. . This was no threat, and no 
fair-minded Man will so construe ft. 

On March 138th, I printed Mr. Lewis’s 


showed this telegram to J. F. Johnson. He 
seemed greatly pleased and told me to be 
well and go. And 1 asked, don’t it look 
very suspicious about Judge Fort happen- 
ning to go to the Windsor hotel on that 
Sabvath evening or night? 

I shall not devote much space to Mr. 
Bivens. I said in my card that he wrote 
an-_article slandering Hon. E. B. Lewis, 
and offered me $450—$150 in bills and his 
check for $200—if I would give it to him in 
my own handwriting and signed by my- 
self, and allow him to publish it. That 
statement was the truth. The article he 
wished me to sign he prints in his card. 
He wrote it himself; signed my name to il 
without my authority and carried it aw&y 
with him. It is slanderous in its nature, 
and contains things that are not true. 1 
told Bivens so, and he knows it. Bivens 
said he was going to publish it anyhow, 
and that I had just as well to take the 
money. Believing that he would publish 
it, as he said he was going to do, I agreed 
to consider the matter and to meet him in 


' Albany on Tuesday night. After writing 


Bivens the letter, which I published in 
my card, 1 again made a confidant of J. F. 
Johnson. 1 told him I could not and 
would not do what he (Bivens) wanted me 
to do, and appealed to him as a friend 
of mine and as a friend of Judge Fort to 
£0 with me to Albany to meet Bivens, add 
to use his influence to prevent what has 
proved to be a “political scandal of the 
first magnitude.”” He (Johnson) agreed to 
£0, and I wired Bivens that I ‘“‘had ar- 
ranged to meet him as agreed.” Mr. 
Bivens said in his card that he wired 
refusing to meet me. Here is his reply. 
Does it read like a refusal? 

“Cordele, Ga., April 6, 1896, 6:50 p. m.— 
S. R. Blanton, Smithville, Ga.: Wife sick; 
doctor attending; be several days, perhaps 
Saturday, before can meet you. 

“JOE E. BIVENS.” 

After thinking of the niatter yg decided 
not to meet Bivens at all, and sent him the 
letter, which I published. . A large portion 
of Bivens’s statement as to what passed 
between us at the Windsor hotel is not 
even reasonable, and no sane man will for 
a moment believe it. I shall treat it with 
silent contempt. I could submit a great 
deal of circumstantia) evidence, strong 
enough to convince and convict, but I have 
already submitted enough to substantiate 
my card, and that is all I care for. 

In conclusion I want to say that if it is 
wrong for newspaper men to accept money 
from candidates for editorial utterances 
and newspapes support, my card. will 
result in more good to the democratic par- 
ty and to the people of Georgia than any- 
thing that could possibly have happened. 
This thing will bear fruit—lots of fruit 
and good fruit. It will purify politics, 
raise the standard of country journalism, 
cause the undeserving politician to tremble 
and prevent the ‘Kreme: sd of another such

He Has Declined To Make the Race for. 
the Legislature, 


GIVES HIS REASONS IN FULL 


Was Urged by a Number of Prominent 
Citizens To Enter the Fieid. 
What He Has To Say.

Blackburn has declined to 
for the legislature. 

This decision was made late yesterday 
afternoon and will a surprise to his 
many friends who have pressed his candi- 
dacy and who have fully expected to see 
his announcement follow. 

Politically Mr. Blackburn has a strong 
following in Fulton, and his unhesitating 
course won for him a number of 
Stanch adherents. Since the beginning of 
the legislative race he has been constantly 
approached and numerous demands have 
been made upon him to take the field. To 
ail of these he gave a gentle refusal. Sev- 
eral days ago, however, he was approached 
in a more emphatic way, and the call 
made upon him to announce was very 
strong. He informed this committee of cit- 
izens that he would take the question into 
consideration. At one time he thought se- 
riously of deciding to make the race, but 
yesterday, after considering the matter de- 
liberately, formted his decision to decline. 

Mr. Blackburn would have made a 
formidable opponent. His campaign would 
Nave put ginger in the race. 

Following is the card of declination: 

“Messrs. W. W. Draper, R. T. Dorsey, 
Harry i.. Schleswger, Adam Pwole and 
Uthers: Gentlemen—In declining to allow 
the use of my name as a candidate for the 
next generai assembly, 1 desire to first 
thank you gentlemen, who have been so 
cordial in your assurances of support of 
my candidacy and so earnest in your ex- 
pressicn of confidence in my fitness for 
the position. 

“I am Keenly alive to the delicacies, and 
I assure you, together with the hundreds 
of friends who have verbally joined you 
gentlemen in tendering their support to 
me, in the event of my decision to enter 
the legislative contest, that I shall never 
forget your expressions of friendly re- 
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“When I consider that these* assurances 
come partly from gentlemen who differ 
with me in my financial views, I am pe- 
culiarly impressed with the compliment 
that you have bestowed. It means, | take 
it, from you and them, an expression of 
confidence in my fitness and _ sincerity, 
without regard to my personal views on 
finance. 

“lt feel that it is due you and the peo- 
ple that I make a frank statement of the 
reasons that impel me in declining to con- 
test this honor with the talented gentle-s 
men who have already announced. 

“Il have lately reorganized The Come 
mercial Publishing Company, and the gen- 
tlemen who have invested their money in 
the enterprise have urged me to the step 
I now take on account of the fear that the 
contest would interfere with my profes- 
sional duties to such an extent that it 
would prove an injury their invest- 
ment. 

“While I am frank to say that I do not 
share with them this fear, I nevertheless 
feel that I owe to them my kindly consid- 
eration. Having trusted their investment 
in my keeping i owe it to myself to see 
that it is not abused. 

‘Again, some of my closest friends who 
have assured my of their support, have 
done so under great personal embarrass- 
ment, owing to prior committals, and while 
I feel that I would receive their enthu- 
siastic help, I am perfectly sincere when I 
say that | would not have them embar- 
rass themselves in the slightest for me. 

‘These are my reasons for declining to 
enter the contest for legislative honors 
at a time when it is something of a per- 
sonal sacrifice, for assurances of support 
have been so earnest and far reaching that 
l felt no doubt of the result. 

‘This was due, | confess, more to the im- 
pression that if I entered the contest the 
lines. would be clearly drawn, than to 
any personal strength that 1 may possess. 
The condition was really a compliment to 

people who despise a hedging policy. 

believe that the ancmalous state of 

things that makes it possible for a majority 

of the suecessful legislative candidates in 

#& county that favors the free coinage of

“it was this condition in Fulton county

“Fad I entered the contest I -vould have 
declared for Crisp and silver and challenged 
my competitors to a discussion of public is- 
sues, for 1 see nothing but danger to the 
people in this questionable policy of allow- 
ing candidates to slip into public places un- 
uer the cloak of popular instruction. 

“There is something so ridiculous in a 
cardidate instructing himself to vote for 
duBignon, while he_asks his siiver feilow 
citizen who will irv:ruct for Crisp, co elect 
him to office. The moral help that such a 
man would give to Mr. Crisp in the event 
he was instructed for him, would be pecu- 
liarly beneficial. 

“The people should force expression on 
this all-important question. They have a 
right to know whether the men who seek 
their suffrage are for silver or against it. ' 
Suppose the people tie on the vote for in- 
struction, how will these candidates stand? 
What if a vacancy sheuld occur during the 
life of this legislature, who wouid the an- 
nounced candidates favor to fill it—a silver- 
ite or a goldbug?

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Disfranchising the People. 

The action of Congressman’s ‘Turner's 
county more than contirms the 
charges that The Constitution has made 
to the effect that the gold standard men 
are not only afraid of the people but 
are anxious to disfranchise them when- 
ever and wherever they have the power 
and the opportunity. 

The executive committee of Brooks 
county, Congressman Turner's home, 
takes no pains to conceal its plans in 
this respect. Its members boldly de- 
clare their belief that the people have no 
right to express their choice for United 
States senator im a primary election. 
The members of the Brooks county com- 
mittee announce that they “are opposed 
to voting in primary for United States 
senator,” and declare that it is ‘“con- 
trary to the spirit of the constitution 
and democratic usage.” 

There is no concealment here—no beat- 
ing about the bush—no dodging. The 
voters of Brooks county are plainly told 
that, in the opinion of the executive 
committee, they have no right fo express 
their choice for United States senator.

This “spirit 
of the constitution” is a mighty big and 
important ghost when the gold standard 
men want to use it to disfranchise the 
people on the senatorial question.

The gold standard men in Kentucky 
are showing the same indisposition to 
meet the people face to face that they 
have shown in Georgia and other states 
where they are seeking to secure by 
under-hand methods an indorsement of 
the infamous gold standard. 

In Kentucky the agents of the money 
power have control of the state central 
committee, and in making arrangements 
for the state convention have used every 
advantage that their control of the state 
committee gives them.

All this is characteristic. The agents 
of the bondholders and plutocrats are 
afraid of the people.

The nearest they can 
come to going before the people is to 
order mass meetings, at which they 
hope to succeed by wire pulling and bull- 
dozing methods. 

In Georgia there have been but few 
senatorial primaries ordered in those 
counties where the gold standard men 
are able to ipfluence or control the coun- 
ty executive committee. Thev hepe to 
accomplish by chieanery what could not 
be accomplished if ewery democratic 
voter had a fair opportunity to register 
his will and choice at a primary ballot 
box. 

Nevertheless,, we have reason to be- 
lieve that the democrats of Kentucky 
have had sutticient provocation of late 
to give them unusual interest in the re- 
sult.

The free silver democrats in Michigan 
carried the primary elections in that state, 
and in the county conventions elected a 
large majority of the delegates to the 
State convention. This admits of no dis- 
pute. At no time was there any claim that 
the gold men could control the convention. 
This became so apparent that, when the 
State convention met on Wednesday at 
Detroit, no attempt was made’ to say a 
single word in favor of the gold standard. 
No instructions were given the delegates 
to the national convention. When the 
friends of the administration found that 
the convention was against them, they 
proceeded to the customary work of bunko- 
ing some of the country delegates into 
agreeing on making no declaration at all 
on the subject of silver coinage. They first 
of all devoted themselves to capturing the 
committees of the convention. 

They dared not even express the opinion 
that the national convention would or 
ought to declare in favor of the gold stand- 
ard.

They declared: 

1. That the administration has adhered 
to the national democratic platform of 1882. 

2. That the platform demanded that a 
silver dollar melted up into silver 
ought to be worth just as muchhas it is 
wien in the form of a silver dor.

veation adopts another, and— 

4. That the national convention to be 
held in July will be wise and patriotic, and 
can be trusted to make a platform. 

The most radical friend of free silver 
coinage will agree‘to all these propositions. 
It is an undoubted fact that Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration has consistently car- 
ried out the double-faced coinage swindle 
in the national democratic platform of 1892, 
Which did declare that discrowned silver 
should nevermore be money until it should 
become werth just as much by the pound, 
in the form of pig metal denied the right 
of coinage, as it was when the mints were 
open to the tree coinage of all silver. It 
is equally true that the dishonest money 
plank in the platform of 1892 must continue 
to be the party’s badge of disgrace until 
the coming national convention shall wipe 
it out, as it will do, and put in its place 
a plank in favor of the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of sixteen to one, with- 
out the consent of any other nation, which 
it will also do. 

In order that the reader may see that in 
our statement of the Michigan resolution 
concerning money we have fairly se® it 
forth, we quote the resolution itself, which 
is as follows: 

“On the financial question, we recognize 
that this administration stands upon and 
has consistently carried out the national 
democratic platform of ’92, on which it was 
elected by the people, and decided that the 
parity of the metals in our currency shall 
be maintained. The platform of the nation- 
al convention, which has carried the coun- 
try overwhelmingly for our party, should 
be the doctrine of the democrats until a 
new platform is formed by another na- 
tional convention. To the national conven- 
tio to be held July 7th we remit this sub- 
ject with confidence in the wisdom and pa- 
triotism of that body.”’ 

The object lesson conveyed by the result 
in Michigan is that when the silver dele- 
gates of Ohio choose delegates to the coun- 
ty conventions they must be careful to 
vote only for men who are sound on the 
silver questfon and who cannot be 
changed after they get to the county con- 
vention. Then the silver delegates in the 
county conventions must vote for no state 
delegates who are wanting in backbone or 
in common sense. 

Our energetic democratic senator (Brice) 
has boldly announced that the Ohio state 
convention of the democracy will be bound 
io the chariot wheels of the gold standard 
money brokers of New York. He has not 
used that language, but that is what a 
man means when he says he. is for ‘‘sound 
money.” He means that he wants the 
greenbacks redeemed in gold only, and he 
wants the greenbacks retired because they 
are redeemable in gold, and he wants 
some other paper that will not be redeem- 
able in gold, so that the gold standard may 
be maintained without any gold. That is 
the ‘‘sound money” programme. The great 
masses of fhe democratic party in Ohio 
believe in the greenbacks, and will not 
consent to have them retired. They believe 
in gold and silver, to be freely coined at 
the mints, aud used for the legitirrate pur- 
poses of redemption, without any prefer- 
ence of one over the other; and they do not 
believe in any kind of new-fangled irre- 
deemable paper currency, nor of any issue 
of any description of paper currency by 
banking corporations. They are invited by 
Senator Brice to a trial of strength with 
him and those who will follow him. The 
issue is a plain one. Free coinage is the 
only sign by which the democratic party 
can conquer in 1896. Every southern 
state is keeping step to this music. All of 
the far west is doing the same. All the 
states in which there is hope of demo- 
cratic success this year will go to the 
Chicago convention with solid silver dele- 
gations.

Contest Between the City and 
Consolidated Ended at Last 


OMPROMISE WAS EFFECTED 


Report of Conference Committee Adopted 
by the City Council. 


Consclidated Agrees To Resume Its 
Old Schedules Once More. 


THE STREET TO BE PAVED WITH MACADAM 


The Settlemer.t Is Favorable to Resi- 
dents of Capitol Avenue—Other 
Business Done by Council. 


Quickly and decisively the work of the 
city council was transacted yesterday af- 
ternoon and the members of the mifinicipal 
body filed out of the city hall long before 
the regular hour for adjournment. 

The main question at issue was the pave- 
ment of Capitol avenue and a decision was 
reached in this matter in a way that will 
meet ail the demands of the citizens of that 
thoroughfare, and ful'y satisfy the -of- 
ficers of the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company. é 

The end of the long dispute has been 
reacned at last. After months of wrang- 
ling and a series of sharp fights in the 
courts and before the counc?!l a comprontise 
has been effected and an amicable adjust- 
ment arranged. 

This compromise resulted in the 
ference between the committees appointed 
by the residents of Capitol avenue and the 
Monsolidated Street Railway Company. 
Their report was made to the committee 
on streets and railways. It was sent into 
the council, favorably acted was 
adopted there and finally passed up by the 


con- 


upon, 


lon the following basis as a settlement of 


ail matters of difference heretofore pending, 
and hereby pray your honorabie body to 
take such action as w.ll speedily carry out 
the agreement thus made. 

The agreement is as follows, to wit: 
Frist. The tracks of the street railroad 
are to be relayed to Bass street and street 
car service is to be resumed to that point 
On said street. 

Second. Capitol avenue is tobe repaired 
by the city and put in first-class condition 
with macadam pavement from Hunter 
Street to Crumley ‘street. 

Third. That part of said street between 
Crumley street and Bass street is to be 
repaved, except as herein stated, with mac- 
adam and made a first-class street, but the 
Street railroad company tw be permitted 
to repave between its tracks, for one foot 
and six inches on each side thereof, with 
ruble, the same to be done by said street 
railroad company under the supervision, 
control and approval of the city engineer. 

Fourth. The whole work is to be done 
under, and in accordance with plans and 
specificat‘ons furnished by the city engi- 
neer, but the work of repaving with mac- 
adam between Crumley and Bass sireets 
and the work of repairing with macadam 
between Hunter and Crumley streets is to 
be let by contract, with good bond, to con- 
struct and mainta'n said macadam in ({irst- 
class condition for a period of at least 
five years. 

Fifth. The repaving of that, port'on of 
said street above mentioned between Crum- 
ley and Bass streets is conditione@ on a 
sufficient number of property owners sign- 
ing a petition for that purpose, but it is 
expressly understood that a failure to pro- 
cure a petition for that purpose. shall nof 
hinder or affect the other clauses to this 
agreement, but Shall be carried out as 
herein agreed, 

Sixth. The petition for asphalt pave- 
ment pteferréd by the citizens of Capitol 
avenue is to be withdrawn. 

Seventh. The work contemplated by this 
agreement to be executed during the pres- 
ent vear. 

Kighth. Should the mayor and council 
refuse to approve this settlemert the ad- 
justment herein set forth is to -be null and 
void. and th’s agreement is not to be used 
to the prejudice of either party. 

Ninth. The present status is to be main- 
tained until the mayor and council.shah 
approve the above settlement. % 

Judge Dorsey on the Question.\

The session of the council 
Was. resumed, but upon motion it was 
decided to suspend the regular order of 
business and take up the question before 
that body. Councilman Miller had a resolu- 
tion to introduce to the effect that the 
council would approve the action of the 
committees. This was carried unani- 
mously. 

A resolution of Councilman Bell that the 
commissioner of public works be instructed 
to advertise for bids for putting down the 
maccadam immediately went through. 

The regular order of business was then 
taken up. 

Thanks to Mrs. Ward. 

In his communication read during the 
first of the session Mayor King had rec- 
ommended that the city pass resolutions 
thanking Mrs. Willard P. Ward for the 
beautiful fountain which she has caused 
to be erected in the city, and which stood 
as a tribute to one who was a devoted son 
of Atianta. It avas in pursuance with this 
suggestion that Mr. Hutchison offered a 
resolution of thanks declaring the appre- 
ciation of the city that the handsome 
memorial had been placed in Atlanta, and 
expressing to Mrs. Ward formally the 
thanks of Atlantu.

There shall be a separate plan 
for each building, public or private, ac- 
companied by specifications describing the 
drainage of said buildings, on blanks, pre- 
scribed and furnished for this purpose, by 
the owner or agent showing the size and 
kind of pipes, the traps, closets and fix- 
tures, etc., to be used, the same to be 
Placed on file in the office of the board of 
health. 

“Said drawings and descriptions to be 
furnished by the owner, or his authorized 
agent, and prepared by the architect or 
builder, where one is employed; and ap- 
plication for a change in plan must be 
made in writing by the owner. 

“One vertical drawing will be sufficient 
for a building where it can be made to 
show all the work; if the work is intri- 
cate and cannot be shown by one drawing, 
two or more shall be made. 

‘*W hen the drainage of buildings erect- 

ed prior to 1889 has been inspected and 
condemned, plans must be filed, and the 
new work, or alterations, shall be exe- 
cuted: in accordance with these rules and 
regulatians. 
“Every plumber before doing any work 
in a building, except in cases of repairs 
(and repairs are to be defined to consist 
of leaks in waste or supply pipes, repairing 
valves or faucets), shall file with the 
plumbing inspector plans and — specifica- 
tions as though it were a new building, 
and receive a certificate therefor, before 
doing any work thereon. 

“Plans will be approved or rejected 
within twenty-four hours when practica- 
ble, and under no circumstances will 
delay beyond ten days be permitted. All 
plans and specifications to be left in the 
office of the board of health for future

“Any plumber or other person who shall 

violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, or any person who shall know- 
iigzly permit any violation of any of

‘WANTS NO DIVORCE 


Mrs. Nora Talbert Dismisses Her Suit 
Against Her Husband. 


A REUNION WILL FOLLOW 


An Amicable Settlement Has Been Ef- 
fected and She Will Return fo 
Her Discarded Husband. 


The suit for divorce which was filed 
several weeks ago by Mrs. Nora ‘Talbert 
against her husband, J. F. Talbert, has 
been withdrawn and the case was dis- 
missed yesterday morning in the superior 
court on motion of the attorneys for the 
young wife. es 

Immediately upon the withdrawal of 
the case Mrs. Talbert began making pre- 
paration to join her husband and little 
girl, who are awaiting her arrival in a city 
not very far distant from Atlanta, so it is 
said, and instead of a wrangle in the courts 
for a divorce the young wife has decided to 
rejoin her husband and return with him 
to the home of her parents. 

The filing of the petition for divorce, 
the habeas corpus proceeding and. the 
kidnaping of the little four-year-old 
daughter has made the story of the do- 
mestic relations of the young couple re- 
plete with interesting details and it was 
not until the courts had been appealed to 
and attorneys engaged that a settlement 
was effected and the oil of peace was pour- 
ed upon the troubled waters. 

In the early part of last March Mrs. Nora 
Talbert filed her petition for divorce 
through Attorney W. H. Terrell. The pe- 
tHion was a lengthy legal paper and fully 
set forth the facts that her life had been 
made miserable on account of the actions 
of her husband, who she claimed had 
neglected her and had sought the com- 
parionship of notorious women, even go- 
ing so far ag to invite women of doubtful 
character to his home. 

When the suit for divorce had been 
filed Mrs. Talbert removed from her hus- 
band’s home to an adjoining house, carry- 
ing with her her little four-year-old daugh- 
ter. Mr. Talbert then filed an applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus, charging 
that his wife was not true to her marital 
VOWS, ang was consequently not compe- 
tent for the care and training of a child. 

The matrimonial strife reached its cli- 
max, however, last Friday evening when 
Mr. Talbert secured the possession of his 
daughter, who had been in the custody of 
his wife since the separation and left the 
city with the child, but first taking the 
precaution to dismiss the application for 
writ of habeas corpus. The flight of the 
father and daughter led to the withdrawal 
of the action for divorce and then the re- 
union of husband and wife, which it is 
said will occur this morning in Carters- 
ville, 

Deserted Her Husband. 

William J. Langston, a well-known citi- 
zen of the city, has filed a suit in the gu- 
perior court asking that he be givenj a 
total divorce from his wife, who deserfed 
him, he charges, abcut three years ago 
and is now living under an assumed name.

Ex-State Treasurer Cope, of Ohio, was 
pinning McKinley buttons on republicans, 
democrats and populists at the Kimball 
yesterday: 

“It’s McKinley, sure,’’ he exclaimed en- 
thusiastically. “They can’t beat him now. 
The people are for McKinley and for once 
the bosses will have to fall in line. There 
is hardly a possibility of his defeat for the 
nomination now, and, of course, . that 
means that he will be the next presi- 
dent.”’ 

“You seem to be very enthusiastic,” said 
a Constitution reporter. 

“Yes, the governor and I went into the 
state house on the same day and our terms 
expired on the same day. I was thrown 
with him intimately and the more you see 
of him the better you like him. McKinley 
is one of the cleanest men in thought and 
language I ever knew. There is nothing 
coarse about him.”’ 

‘“‘Whom do the McKinley men prefer for 
vice president?’’ Mr. Cope was asked. 

“I have never heard’ the governor’s 
friends discuss that. They are interested 
first of all in his candidacy, but for my- 
self, I would say put Tom Reed on the 
ticket—McKinley and Reed. Wouldn't 
that be a winner? Yes, sir, that would be 
a strong team.” 

“How many places will Ohio ask in the 
cabinet?’ 

‘We are modest and if we elect our 
man president we will be centent with two 
members of the cabinet—John Sherman 
for secretary of the treasury and Mark 
Hanna for secretary of the navy. Yes, I 
know that Hanna is talked of for the 
treasury portfolio, but hg would be an 
ideal secretary of the navy. He is a great 
ship builder on the lakes and a fine busi- 
ness man. For that matter he would make 
a good secretary for any department, but 
I think that Ohioans gererally and the 
republican party at large would like to see 
Senator Sherman at the head of the treas- 
ury. The world would know what not tu 
expect from him, and he is one of the 
ablest men in the United States today.

There May Be Trouble Ahead for Some 
of the Merchants.

A DETECTIVE ( oN THE GROUND

Onc Said To Have Been Sent Here To 
See What Rate Cutting Was 
Being Done. 


It is whispered that the interstate com- 
merce commission has. had a _ detective 
down here inquiring of merchants and so- 
liciting freight agents gvhat chance a large 
shipper would have to get a special rate. 

This same method wae employed in the 
west and numbers of indictments have been 
found and others are expected against 
shippers and ra'lroad agents. The com- 
mission intends to break up rebates and 
secret cuts, Under a recent decision of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
the federal courts can require the books 
of the railway companies and of shippers 
to be brought into court. A soliciting 
agent can be put on the stand and required 
to testify. If he does not tell the truth 
he will be prosecuted for perjury and if 
he does give the deals away between his 
company and shippers he is protected from 
prosecution, but the shipper and the high- 
er officials and the company are liable. 
This new situation is revolutionizing raile- 
road traffic. The United States courts in 
different sections of the country are get- 
ting the evidence against large shippers 
who have had secret contracts with cer- 
tain lines and there is going to be a rat- 
ling of dry bones. Many a #hipper and 
railroad traffic official tgis rendered him- 
self liable to a term in the penitentiary. 
Last week there was an exodus of confti- 
dential men from Chicago. They learned 
that the grand jury was preparing indict- 
ments against them or their firms 
ti Band they fled. A promise has 
been made to the interstate commerce com- 
mission to wipe out the past offenses and 
Start with a cleam sheet and a promise on 
the part of thé roads that they will not 
kive any person or corporation a rebate 
or secret rate. The commission is getting 
up evidence all over the country and it is 
being done so secretly that sometimes the 
fact is not discovered until after the de- 
tective has gone. 

Here in Atlanta one or two of the lines 
Suspect that they are being watched and 
they are breaking the secret contracts 
which they had with large shippers. And 
it is a common thing now for a contract- 
ing freight agent to state that he cannot 
give anything else than the standard rate 
because he will render himself liable to 
prosecution and Alsmissal from the service 
of his company i? he dpes. it may be that 
some of the roads throw this out as a 
blind to some while making the secret 
contracts with others, but they are all 
declaring their honesty. 

A freight official said yesterday to a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution that he had 
been approached by shippers recently 
who, he Knows, formeriy had contracts 
with other roads. The old arrangement has 
been declared off and now the shippers are 
trying to get special rates from other 
roads. One of these shippers said that he 
did not think the Brown decision amounted 
to anything and he had supposed that he 
could easily make an arrangement with 
scme other line which was not so timid. 
But all the roads are getting uneasy. 

Commissioner Haines, of the Southern 
States Freight Association, said that he had 
heard some talk about_a detective being 
here in the interest of the interstate com- 
merce commission. He, naturally, hopes to 
ree the rebate system broken up. He wants 
to see the roads get all the revenue out of 
the ,business that there in it, and he 
fights the secret contract system. In some 
cases the rebate amounts to 10 per cent. 
There are various methods of giving re- 
bates or special rates. The cold method is 
to allow liberal claims against the road for 
alleged damages. There are dozens of ways 
to whip the devil around the stump, and 
some of them are too subtle for railroad 
commissions to fathom. 

Fruit Rates Again. 

A committee from the Frait Growers’ As- 
sociation came up vesterday to confer 
with some of the traffic officials in regard 
to rates on ventilated and refrigerator 
cars, Chairman Cunningham and Mr.

HERE’S THE BIGGEST ON RECORD. 


Heidelburg’s Famous Vessel Surpassed 
by One in Fresno. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

Down at Fresno, on the St. George vine- 
yard, has lately been eretted a gigantic 
wine cask, or tun, beside which the famed 
Great Tun of Heidelberg sinks into in- 
significance. It is the biggest in the world. 

For almost 150 years the Great Tun has 
been celebrated far and wide for its im- 


compare with it. It was built in part of 
the picturesque castle of Heidelberg, the 
finest in all Germany, itself erected at the 
end of the thirteenth century. 

Mighty rulers and brave knights have 
oceupied it, and throngs of beautiful ladies 
and their escorts have gathered at the 
old castle on the Neckar and partaken of 
the wine which the Great Tun held. It 
has got into the cyclopedias and into all 
history as the one unreachable, irreproach- 
able thing in the world in the way of wine- 
making. 

So it has been by right, too, for till now 
there was nothing anywhere to compare 
with it in size. But the gentlemen who 
own the St. George vineyard have knocked 
the fame out of the gigantic Heidelberg 
tun, and it is a has-been. History will 
have to be corrected. 

The Great!'‘Tun holds 49,000 German gal- 
lons, or 42,000 American gallons, while the 
St. George tun holds no less than 79,000 
gallons, or almost twice as much as the 
tun which has for 150 years been figuring 
in history. 

It took two carloads of steel to hoop the 
gigantic cask, and there is enough lumber 
in it to construct an elegant mansion. The 
lumber is all redwood, obtained from the 
forests of Humboldt county. Not one stick 
in ten from which the material was selected 
would answer. Absolute freedom from any 
kind of flaws was’ required. | 

When the redwood was selected it took 
almost two years for it to dry and -undergo 
the preparation for the cask. About two 
complete railroad trains of this California 
redwood is used in the Fresno great tun. 

The tun towers to a height of no less 
than thirty feet, and it is twenty-six feet 
wide. It can contain thirty carloads of 
wine. } 

“This is by all odds the greatest cask 
that ever was built,”” said George H. Malta, 
one of the largest owners of the St. George 
vineyard, at the Bohemian Club a day 
or two ago. “We built it and the other 
casks in the winery so as to always have a 
supply of uniform wine on hand.. The big 
cask inside is twenty-four feet by twenty- 
four feet.’’’

WILL PAY THF TEACHERS. 


COUNTY SCHOOL TEACHERS WILL 
BE PAI) NEXT MONTH. 


A New School Commissioner Will Be 
Elected Wednesday To Fill the 
Long Term. 


— 


The county school teachers who have 
been accustcmed to draw their salaries 
regulariy at the end of each quarter, have 
not yet been paid and will not receive 
their checks until a county’ school com- 
missioner is elected by the board of édu- 


cation. 

This delay in the paying of salaries was 
occasioned by a peculiar chain of cir- 
cumstances and the result of legislation 
requiring that the salaries be paid only 
by the school commissioner in person. As | 
the present board has no commissioner it 
has been impossible for the salaries to be 
paid. 

Wednesday morning the county board of 
education held a special meeting, which 
has been called by Chairman Liddell for 
the purpose of electing a commissioner to 
fill the next term of four* years, which 
begins on May 7th. The term of Judge 
John N. Fain expires On May 6th and as 
Judge Poole refused to serve for the short 
term, the board has been without a com- 
missioner since the death of Judge Fain 
several weeks ago. 

The new commissioner who is to be 
elected tomorrow morning will qualify at 
once and tike the oath of office and give 
the necessary bond so as to be able to 
pay be schoo] teachers the amounts due 
them for the first quarter of the scholas- 
tic year. The amount of the bond is placed 
by the ordinary, with whom the bond is 
filed. 

At a meeting of the board of education 
last Saturday morning two of the new 
members were qualified and an election was 
at once called for Wednesday. Judge 
Adam Pcole has announced that he would 
not be a candidate, as he believes the ma- 
jority of the board does not favor his can- 
Professor Guinn, at present as- 
sistant state school commissioner, is not a. 
candidate for the position, but will doubt- 
less be elected by the board. In the event 
he is elected he will probably accegt. 

Professor Moore, for many years “Typ. 
nected with the public schools of the c¥Yfy 
and a veteran teacher, is in the race, and 
has many friends who desire to see him 
elected commissioner. 

At the meeting last week held by the 
board, Mr. E. S. Morris was asked to 
continue to act as secretary of the or- 
ganization, as he was familiar with the 
routine work of the office. He will con- 
tinue his connection with the board until 
the new commissioner. is installed, when 
he will turn over the books and pay rolls 
to the new officer of the board. 

Teachers To Be Paid. 

Though the teachers in the employ. of 
the county have not received their regular 
quarterly allowance, they have not been 
in the least uneasy, as they were advised 
of the situation by State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn. 

The law regulating the payment of 
teachers is so construed that no one save. 
the county commissioner can make up the 
pay rolls and receive the money from the 
state, and it was for this reason that the 
delay was occasioned, 

Just as soon as the new commissioner is 
duly elected and qualifies he will make out 
the pay roll, which will be paid him and 
he will then issue to the teachers the 
checks for which they have been waiting 
several weeks,

The whole number of civil and criminal 
cases returned to October term, 1895, was 
000. Of these the court has disposed of 
410, leaving still undecided 150. 

The whole number of civil and criminal 
cases returned to Marecn term, 1896, to 
this date (excluding seven continued from 
last term) is 260. Of these the court has 
disposed of 23, they being criminal and 
other cases entitled by law to be advanced. 
Leaving still undecided 23 

It appears, therefore, that 433 cases of 
these two terms have been disposed of 
Since Ociober 1, 1895, and that SST cases 
are yet to be decided. This number will 
certainly be increased, as the dockets of 
the present term are still open for addi- 
tional criminal cases and other cases com- 
ing up on fast writs of error. Thus it 
will be perceived that the whole number of 
cases fur the two terms mentioned has 
reached 820, and that this number will be 
still larger. In other words, the number 
of cases brought to this court now ap- 
proximates, and may exceed, 900 per year, 
and if the business continues to increase, 
may before leng reach 1,000, or even more. 
There are no signs of a decrease, but the 
indications are to the contrary. 

It is apparent from the above statement 
that this court cannot possibly hear oral 
arguments in the remaining cases of the 
March term, 1896, and those to come in 
on fast writs of error during this term, 
and have time left to consider, decide and 
write opinions in the cases now upon its 
dockets, within the time limited by 
constitution. And if cases' continue 
come in at the same rate as during 
last twelve months (to say nothing of a still 
further probable increase) the eourt will 
not, unless some relief is provided during 
the present year, be able, even by dis- 
pensing altogether with oral arguments 
(which ought not to be done, except from 
absolute necessity) to decide all cases at 
the first, or second term, as the constitu- 
tion requires, 

selieving, in the present emergency, that 
it will be better to cut off oral argu- 
ments than to leave a large number of 
cases unheard at all, the court reluctantly 
and with regret that it is constrained to 
do so, hereby notifies all concerned that 
when the civil docket of the March term 
(’Sv6) is reached, of which due notice will 
be given, it will be called in its order from 
beginning to end, and as each ease is 
sounded, motions to continue, to dismiss, 
to withdraw, to make parties, to perfect 
records, and all other motions of a pre- 
liminary nature, will be heard, with such 
oral statements of counsel, briefly made, 
as may be necessary; or, such motions may 
be presented and argued entirely in writ- 
ing. 

Unless otherwise specially ordered, as to 
particular cases, by the court on its own 
motion, no oral arguments on the merits 
will be heard in the cases on the docket 
last mentioned, but briefs, or written or 
printed arguments, must be filed. These 
may be filed in any case when it is call- 
ed, but will be received at any time before 
the case is reached for consideration and 
decision, it being incwmbent on counsel to 
inform themselves as to this matter and 
to observe the rule of this court as to 
exchanging briefs. 

N'o further oral arguments will he 
heard during the present term in misde- 
meanor criminal cases, nor in civil cases 
brought up on fast writs of error and ad- 
vanced, unless specially so ordered, as 
above stated.
